(1) Applicants' prior art submissions have been considered to the extent of 
the English language as provided. 
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(2) Gruber et al (4,837,101), Koch et al (4,948,686) and Ciccarelli et al 
(5,275,905) from International Search Report are related to the use of (i) silica 
particles as coating particles, (ii) alkali metal or metal salt of a fatty acid or soap 
particles as coating particles and/or polymeric particles as coating particles on 
surfaces of mother toner particles. There is no specific particle size of the coating 
particles as those in the instant claims. 

(3) Itoh (2005/0238986) discloses, teaches and suggests the use of 
polymeric particles having an average diameter of about 2 microns and silica 
particles having an average diameter of about 12 nm as coating particles on 
surfaces of mother toner particles having an average particle size of about 8 
microns on paragraph 01 1 6. 

(4) The prior art fails to disclose, teach and/or suggest the combinations of at 
least three distinctively chemical ingredients making up the coating particles of at 
least four distinct particle sizes as claimed on surfaces of mother toner particles.
